INSTRUCTIONS

Prior to this activity, ask students to list five areas
where they have a line-of-sight restriction when in the
car.

1. Provide a few examples to students
2. Divide the class into groups of five
3. Each group identifies examples of each
condition/situation they have encountered on local
rural roads
4. Ask the following questions after lists are
completed:
a) Which locations involve line-of-sight
restrictions?
b) What causes the restriction?
c) Which locations require reduced speed and
why?

After adequate time, have the groups share their
findings.

or mud

e Distractions

e Impairment due to alcohol, other drugs, or

e Vehicle failure
